The terrible tragedy at Mhow, which, as

demning the conduct of all the parties implicated 
in the death of Sergeant-Major Lilley, expressed 
his inability to take any action against that 
subaltern’s persecutors, their offences—say rather 
crimes—having been condoned by the highest 
military authorities in India. Gallant Mr. 
Conningham, resolved that there should be no 
modern sanction of “ Killing no murder,” had a 
motion down for Friday, but Lord Palmerston 
interposed with an announcement that the Duke 
of Cambridge was in possession of information 
which justified the holding of a court-martial on 
Colonel Crawley, and deprecated further dis- 
cussion. The member for Brighton, how-

This 
bold speech excited much sensation and some 
proteste, On Monday, however, the Duke of 
Cambridge explained in the House of Lorde that 
his position in reference to the military autho- 
rities in India is that of referee. By usage 
they had become independent of the Horse 
Guards, But circumstances had lately come 
to hia knowledge which obii him to

THE SOUTH KENSINGTON VOTE. 


We are not now about to discuss the question 
whether the promotion of Science and Art fairly 
comes within the province of Civil Government, 
or whether, assuming that it is no part of ite 
duty, the machinery at its command enables it to 
take that object in hand to much better purpose 
than could be ensured by private combination 
and eee speaking, that ques- 
tion has been already decided in opposition to the 
abstract principle which we have always main- 
tained. or, on the hypothesis that it is ex- 
pedient that the State should undertake to 


encourage certain pursuits in a large 
collection and a rare arrangement of illustra- 
tive specimens, we attempt to discriminate 


between what falls within the line of its super- 
vision and what lies beyond it. But two remarks 
bearing upon this subject will, we think, be 
found pertinent—the first, that what is done by 
the Government in furtherance of this end 
ought to bear some proportion to the ability of 
the nation to meet its expenses ; the, second, 
that every new establishment created with a view 
to the cultivation of the mind, and sustained by 
public money, obeys an inherent and irrepressible 
tendency of its nature in seeking, “ regardless of 
” to extend itself. 

s country, we believe, would be very much 
the gainer, supposing it to go on spending at the 
present rate, if it would divert from what are 
euphemiously styled ‘‘ defensive p ” to the 
development of Science and Art, ym propor- 
tion of the proceeds of taxation now annual! 
absorbed by Naval and Military Estimates ; and, 
unquestionably, money snenahe might be saved 
from our increased outlay upon machines of de- 
struction to place at the command of the people, 
in the course of a few years, all conceivable 
appliances for intellectaal culture—libraries, 
galeries, museums, curators, lectarers, and pro- 
essors. Unfortunately, however, the ex 
ture which is added to one department is never 
deducted from another—and every vote pro- 
posed in favour of objects fitted by their nature 
to advance the civilisation of the people must be 
regarded, not as a wiser application of funds in 
hand, but as a permanent addition to the public 
burdens. Itis all very well to describe a million 
or a million and a-half sterling as an almost 
inappreciable sum per head when fairly distri- 
buted over the whole population. So it would 
be if the people were not already taxed up to the 
limit of their capacity. But a Government 
which is annually spending at the rate of nearly 
seventy millions a year cannot add another 
million or two to its permanent outgoings with- 
out inflicting an incalculable amount of distress 
upon a large class of its subjects, and however 
desirable it may be to have in profusion and in 
perfection the means of promoting Science and 
Art, we are bound to remember that, in the end, 
it is the Labour of the country which has to pay 
the bill.

“GUDRUN."—A GERMAN EPIC OF THE 
THIRTEENTH CENTURY.* 


The “ Gadrunlied” will be known to most En- 
= readers only as a medisval German of 
same age as the better-known “ Nibelangen- 
lied,” and said to contain simple and graphic pic- 
tures of the times to which it belongs. This re- 
markable work was discovered and published so 
lately as 1820; and has since been much dis- 
cussed by German cri both with a view to 
the puri on of an evidently corrupt text, and 
to exposition of its contents and sources. 
Several writers have produced metrical versions 
of this ancient epic; and Dr. Gervinus, best 
known as the commentator on Shakespeare, has 
given it in hexameters, There is every reason
